Howard is 35 years old and is a man of 
fine proportions and appearance. While his 
brother-in-law was talking he sat per- 
fectly quiet and appeared to notice nothing. 
According to his brother-in-law, Howard 
has been in business at Crossville Junction, 
near Marion, Ark., for several years. He 
had a general store and was doing a pros- 
perous business. With his wife, Freda, and 
their 4-year-old son, Johnny, they lived in 
a neat and comfortable cottage not far from 
the store. i

MERIWETHER TO APPEAL TO THE 
STATE COMMITTEE. 


SOME INTRICATE PROBLEMS. 


Right of Precinct Committeemen to 
Remove Meriwether Men Contest- 
ed by the Bolters, 


It now seems certain that the fight be- 
tween the Democracy and the Meriwether 
faction will be carried before the State 
Dmocratic Committee after the election. 

The Meriwether people, having been de- 
clared irregular by the Election Board, and 
the Court of Appeals having refused to re- 
view the action of the board, will now take 
their case before the highest tribunal of 
the party in the State—the State Democratic 
Committee. 

This fact leaked out to-day among the 
Meriwether foHowers, and a Post-Dispatch 
reporter obtained statements from Lee Mer- 
iwether and his campaign managers as to 
what position they will assume in their ap- 


peal. 

If turned down by the State Committee 
the Meriwether people will elect delegates 
to the next State Democratic Convention in 
1898 and demand recognition there as reg- 
ular Democrats. 

During the present week a number of 
precinct committeemen in various wards 
who are supporting Meriwether have been 
ousted and their places filled by regular 
Democrats, who are supporting the Har- 
rison ticket. 

Monday night, at a meeting of the pre- 
cinct committeemen of the Twenty-seventh 
Ward, a poll was taken to learn if all were 
supporting Harrison. One committeeman, 
Mr. McKenzie, said he was for Meriwether. 
He was promptly declared a traitor for not 
supporting the regular ticket and was 
ejected from the hall, and a Harrison man 
was selected to fill the vacancy. 

Tuesday night at a meeting of the 
Eighteenth Ward precinct organization, 
Committeemen 4 gisteg Rascher and 
Goedeke announced that they were for Mer- 
iwether. Their seats were immediately de- 
clared vacant by a majority vote of the 
organization and Harrison men elected to 
fill the vacancies. 

Similar action will, it is said, be taken in 
all other ward precinct organizations where 
committeemen refuse to support th® regular 
Democratic ticket. 

In a few wards, notably the Seventh and 
Ninth, the Meriwether men are said to be in 
a majority in the precinct organizations, 
and itis expected that they will turn out the 
Harrison precinct committeemen and elect 
Meriwether men to fill vacancies. In this

HUNDREDS OF RESIGNATIONS. 


Plan of Cleveland’s Appointees to Keep 
Hold of the Offices for Four 
Years More. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 2.—The World has the 
following special this morning from Wash- 
ington: 

An investigation by the officials of the 
Post-office Department has revealed what 
appears to be a widespread conspiracy on 
the part of fourth-class postmasters to per- 
petuate their tenure of office. No clue has 
been discovered as to the means by which 
the plan employed came to be so generally 
utilized. 

The records of the department show that 
during the latter part of 1896 it became @ 
custom for the holder of a good fourth- 
class post-office to tender his resignation, 
assigning, seemingly, sufficient reasons for 
the desire to relinquish the place, and re- 


questing as a special favor that the posi- 
tion be given a son, daughter or some other 
near relative. In nearly every instance fa- 
vorable action was taken upon this sugges- 
tion, the result being that a four-year com- 
mission was filled out to replace the one 
which would expire within a few months. 
Such general use was made of this sub- 
terfuge to keep a post-office within the con- 
trol of a family that more than one thou- 
sand cases of this character have been dis- 
covered in Ohio alone. The practice was em- 
loyed by hundreds of officials in New 
Fork. with the result that relatives have 
presumably been placed in a ee. to hold 
office undistu through the greater por- 
tion of the new Administration. . 
The officials of the department have de- 
termined that dismissals shall be made 
wherever it can be proven that the transfer 
of an office to a relative was for the sole 
purpose of preventing a change for political 
reasons. T ruling was made and prece- 


attention of the department from Georgia. 
A father holding a fourth-class post-office 
resigned last December in favor of his 
daughter, and she was given a four-year 
commission, which, under the policy to be 
pursued, would be _ effective until two 
months before the expiration of the present 
Administration. It was decided that the 
daughter should be dismissed for the reason 
that the long-time commission was improp- 
erly obtained, and a new appointment made 
based on recommendations coming from Re- 
publican sources. 

It is supposed that the idea of transfer- 
ring post-offices to keep them in the family 
was disseminated through a publication is- 
sued in this city as the organ of fourth- 
class postmasters. It is not charged that 
any of the retiring officials connected with 
the Cleveland Administration were guilty of 
wrong-doing in the issuance of the new 
four-year commissions. The idea seems to 
be that they were deceived by degrees, each 
case being separately examined, and that 
they did not read, see or appreciate the ex- 
tent to which the practice was being exer- 
cised or the motives inspiring resignations 
and recommendations. 


Public Debt Statement. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—The 
monthly statement of the public debt shows 
that at the close of business March 31 the 
debt, less cash in the Treasury, amounted 
to $1,008,962,200, a decrease for the month of 
$8,638,254. This decrease is accounted for by 
a corresponding increase in the amount of 
cash on hand.

FRESH TROUBLE FOR SPAIN. 


Her Stronghold on the Mediterranean 
Coast of Africa Attacked 
by Riffians. 


Special Yo the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 2.—The Sun’s Havana 
cable says:

Dispatches received in Havaria from Mad- 
rid report that much uneasiness prevails 
throughout Spain over the nenewed attacks 
upon Melilla by the Rif mountaineers of 
Northern Morocco. Melilla is the Spanish 
stronghold on the Mediterranean coast of 
Africa, which the lawless Riffiant 
attempted to capture several years ago, 
and they were subdued only after 
a long campaign. It is said@ the natives 
have just inflicted severe losses upon the 
Spaniards. Since early in March the Rif- 
flans, who have been reinforced by other 
Kabyles of the mountains, have been threat- 
ening trouble. The Governor of Melilla 
has repeatedly called to the Madrid Govern- 
ment about the gravity of i 4 situation. At 
Madrid the alarming state *p>f affairs has 
been concealed by the authorities, but at 
last the truth came out. The dispatches 
to Havana were sent by letter to France 
first, and thence by cable via Key West. 
The agitation in Madrid is said to be very 
great. as it is generally supposed that the 

overnment, under the present circum- 
stances, will not be able to muster sufficient 
resources to protect the Spanish military 
possessions in Africa. 

Senor Canovas has made this declaration 
to the press of Spain: 

“We may consider the revolution con- 
quered in Cuba. We may say that only 
small bands of insurgents are left in the 
six provinces of the island. The same thing 
happened in Spain when the Carlists were 
vanquished, but their leader, Cabera, main- 
tained small bands of his men during three 
years after the peace of Vergara was 
made.’”’ 

These words of Senor Canovas have been 
approved only by the Conservatives. Al! 
the other parties in Spain reject with scorn 
the affirmation that the revolution in Cuba 
has beer conquered ar consider, on the 
contrary, that the situation in the island is 
as grave as ever. 


GOMEZ HAS A DOUBLE. 


Scheme of the Cuban Commander to 
Deceive the Spaniards. 


NEW YORK, April 2.—The Herald's cor- 
respondent in Sancti Spiritus district, Cuba, 
writes: 

Gen. Gomez was in camp at Los Hoyos 
March 16 with only 50 men under his com- 
mand. Three large Spanish columns, num- 
bering about 7,000 men, were camped at the 
fort of Rio Grande, three miles distant, 
where they had been for three days, vainly 
searching for them. Gen. Gomez's last words 


to me on parting were: 

“Tell the people of the United States that 
old Gomez is here at Los Hoyos, swinging 
comfortably in his hammock, and that the 
Spaniards have been looking for me for 
some days, but I will not fight until I get 
ready to do so. 

“Also tell them that the Spanish camp 
is being fired upon continually by my scouts, 
and that they do not know where the shots 
come from, and that’sooner or later they 
will have to return to their cities in de- 
spair, for = only plan is to tire them out 
by eluding their superior forces. 

‘Tell them that I have an officer, dressed 
the same as myself,and mounted on my own 
horse, which the enemy recesamet, and that 
he is constantly making imself visible 
around their camp, and then, after a few 
volleys are fired at him, he disappears in 
the forests of Santa Teresa. 

“The Spaniards think I am_in those woods 
and have been hovering around there fora 
week, but. you see, I am here, very com- 
fortably situated, and my scouts bring in 
news of their last move.”’ 


Dr. Castillo Surrenders. 


NEW YORK, April 2.—Dr. Joachim Cas- 
tillo, one of the Cuban leaders, who was 
arested here some time ago for alleged 
participation in filibustering expeditions 
and who, at the opening of the Unite 
States Circuit Court of the present term, 
failed to respond to the indictment, has 
surrendered himself. At the time of his non- 
appearance his bond was forfeited. It is 
said that during Dr. Castillo’s absence from 
this country he took part in the recent 
Roloff expedition to Cuba, and has just re- 
turned.

LIGHTNING’S FREAK. 


It Passes Through Ten Convicts and 
Kills the Eleventh Man.

The batch of eleven convicts were work- 
ing in a field late in the evening, when a 
severe storm came up. The guard quickly 
strung the gang upon a long chain and 
hustled them toward a tree. Dent was at 
one end of the chain while the other end 
was made fast about the tree, thus secur- 
ing the crowd. A bright flash came and in 
an instant the tree was in splinters. 

Snapping and sizzling, the current leaped 
from the tree along the links of the chain, 
making a crackling noise. The flash blind- 
ed the gang, and long before the sulphuric 
femell passed away the convicts awoke 
from the shock to find Dent, on whom the 
current stopped, dead, and two others badly 
burned.

GREECE MAY DECLARE WAR. 


Turkish Government May Ask Per- 
mission to Take Action Against 
the Cretans. 


VIENNA, April 2.—A council of the Ad- 
mirals was held geedetermine whether and 
when the Gulf of ‘Athens is to be blockaded. 
All the Powers have now consented to that 
proposition, though nothing has been de- 
cided with respect to the blockade of other 
Greek ports. 


It is no secret that King George has 
formally stated to the Powers that a dec- 
laration of war against Turkey will im- 
mediately follow an extension of the block- 
ade to the Greek coast. This fact can not 
be left out of copsideration. It is believed 
in some quarters that if the Gulf of Athens 
is blockaded, popular excitement will com- 
pel the King to declaré war, even if his 
own judgment and that of the Cabinet were 
opposed. This has been a leading cause of 
the delay in securing a unanimous agree- 
ment between the Powers. There is no 
doubt that in the event of a Turko-Greek 
war, the intervention of the Powers would 
be suspended. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 2.—The fight- 
ing between the Christians and Mussulmans 
which is daily reported from the Island of 
Crete, is creating a very bad impression 
here, and it is believed that the Turkish 
Government will soon propose to the Pow- 
ers that Turkey herself be permitted to take 
action against the insurgents.

PARIS, April 2.—The announcement of a 
Russo-German alliance and of .an Anglo- 
French understanding is generally discred- 
ted. M. Bord, Under Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs, whose views are those of M. Hano- 
taux, asserts positively that no such com- 
binations can possibly exist. 


ATHENS, April 2.—Whether, in the event 
of war, the powers will abstain from a 
blockade and leave the Greek fleet unfet- 
tered, is debated here with great interest. 
It is pointed out that, should war ensue, 
the powers could not, as neutrals, hinder 
the operations of the Greek navy, which 
might bombard Smyrna and Salonica and 
capture the island of the Aegean. 

mn case the Turks should be victorious 
on land, which is not expected at Athens, 
Greece would be more than compensated 
by victories of the sea. It is assumed, of 
course, that Europe would never permit 
the Turkish army to advance to Athens. 
Thus, whatever happens, Greece stands to 
win; at any rate, not to lose. These cal- 
culations would be completely overthrown 
should the powers compel the Greek fleet 
to remain inactive. But this course, it is 
contended here, would be tantamount to 
= offensive alliance with Turkey against 

reece. 


LONDON, April 2.--It is sem!-officially an- 
nounced that the admirals of the foreign 
fleets in Cretan waters have asked their re- 
spective governments to dispatch fifty cav- 
airymen and a battery of artillery each for 
service in Crete. 

Owing to the decision to extend the block- 
ade it is necessary to reinforce the interna- 
tional fleet, and several days must elapse 
before the requisite number of war-ships 
will be available for the coercion of Greece. 
Only the Piraeus, the port of Athens, will 
be blockaded at first, further measures de- 
pending upon the course Greece pursues.

GEORGE THOMAS ASSAULTED ON 
BEAUMONT STREET! 


Though Badly Wounded He Fought 
the Thug Until His Cries Brought 
Assistance, 


George Thomas, head bookkeeper for Geo, 
Robinson & Co., wholesale grocers on Main 
street, between Pine and Chestnut streets, 
was murderously assaulted by a negro 
highwayman early Thursday morning. 

Mr. Thomas had been spending the even- 
ing with a friend and at 12:30 o'clock was 
going to his boarding place, at 2661 Wash- 
ington avenue. He was walking on Beau- 
mont street, between Lucas and Washing- 
ton avenues. When he passed an alley a 
man sprang out and pounced upon him. Mr. 
Thomas was unarmed. An umbrella was 
all he had with which to defend himself. 

Thomas could see his assailant was a 
large and powerful mulatto and that he 
carried a murderous looking club. The 
negro did not say a word, but dealt Thomas 
a powerful blow on the top of the head. 
Thomas fell to his knees and at the same 
time called loudly for help. The blow from 
the club stunned him momentarily, but 
when the negro came upon him to go 
through his pockets Thomas thrust his um- 
brella forward and the ferrule punctured the 
fellow’s cheek. 

With a cry of rage the negro renewed 
the attack. Thomas had struggled to his 
feet, and, despite the wound in his 
which was bleeding profusely, he dodged 
the negro’s murderous blows, 

Rapidly approaching footsteps were heard 
and the negro ran east through the alley 
and disappeared. 

Thomas went to a physician and had his 
wound dressed and stitched. He did not 
report the matter to the .police. He says he 
would recognize the negro in case he should 
meet him again. 

Mr. Thomas is a powerful man, 33 vears 
old and is chagrinned to think a fc@pad 
could surprise him and get the best o. him 
in an encounter. All he lost was a large 
quantity of blood and several hours’ sleep.

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THE DHS 'PERES RIVER. 

The present destructive flooding in the 
Des Peres bottom lands, in and out of the 
city limits, proves that the Post-Dispatch 
was right in urging that this stream be 
cleaned out and deepened enough to carry 
off flood water. It is true that, basing 
one’s observation solely on the appear- 
ance of the stream during the summer 
months, this looks like unnecessary work. 
But the destruction wrought by spring 

»overfiows shows that such work would 
be both wise and profitable. 

Every year this stream commits some 
havoc for want of space in which to carry 
off its flood waters. If it were only to 
save the rustic bridges in Forest Park, 
which represent a good deal of labor and 
money, the bed of the stréam should be 
deepened. Those who oppose such a plan 
because the Des Peres is almost dry in 
the warm weather forget that this chan- 
nel drains a wide area. It is foolish to 
neglect a stream because it is harmless 
during a portion of the year. Unless the 
bed of a stream is large enough to carry 
off its flood waters without damaging 
property and threatening human life, the 
bed is too small, even if it were actually 

- dry for months in the year. 

With a deepened and straightened bed, 
fitted with floodgates, and a lake in the 
southern part of Forest Park to act as 
a safety outlet, the floods within the city 
limits could be stopped: It is an evidence 
of gross neglect that floods of this kind 
should be allowed to continue within the 
limits of a city like St. Louis.

ZIEGENHEIN’S “CONFIDENCES.”’ 

St. Louis Assessors in 1895 found and 
returned for assessment 1,430 street cars. 
The number actually running that year, 
as reported to the National Street Rail- 
way Journal by the Superintendents of 
the St. Louis lines, was 1,686. Yet Ziegen- 
hein collected the $25 license tax, which 
it was his sworn duty to collect on every 
car, on but 714 cars, or two less than one- 
half the number found and returned by 
St. Louis Assessors and much less than 
one-half the number admitted to be run- 
ning by the street railway superintend- 
ents. 

To an official of the State of Missouri 
who called upon Ziegenhein to find if 
more of this tax had been collected than 
had been accounted for, or if all of the 
tax on the 714 cars had been paid, Zieg- 
enhein said: 

The Collector’s dealings with cor- 


has no right to know how much the 
corporations owe, or whether they are 
behind in their payment of taxes. 


These words are to be found on Page 16, 
Part 1 of the last annual report of the 
Missouri Commissioner of Labor. Ziegen- 
hein has never denied them. They stand 
admitted and confessed.

These are serious questions in view of 
Ziegenhein’s official record. 


THE AWFUL LOAD WE CARRY. 

There id an important condition in the 
terms under which Japan adopts the gold 
standafd which we do not find exploited 
in the gold press. 

The gold yen, equal in value to our 
dollar, is to be the Japanese unit of value, 
but the gold contained in that coin is to 
be reduced sufficiently to make it con- 
form to the intrinsic value of the silver 
yén, which is, approximately, 50 cents in 
our money. 

During the long discussion of the silver 
question in this country, preceding the 
campaign of last year, it was often pro- 
posed that any new adjustment of ratio 
or coinage basis, to be fair and impartial 
and equitable alike to creditor and debt- 
or, should look to the reduction of the 
gold as well as to the increase of the 
silver in the dollar unit. But this propo- 
sition, like all others not favored by the 
gold interest, was denounced as confisca- 
tion, and those proposing it were charac- 
terized as repudiationists. 

Japan goes much further in the direc- 
tion of “repudiation’’ and “confiscation” 
than any American ever proposed to go. 
She does not increase the weight or value 
of the silver coin, but arbitrarily scales 
down the weight and value of the gold 
coin to the silver basis. This action has 
been taken to avoid “confiscation” and 
“repudiation.’’ For it is as plain in 
Japan as it has been here that to compel 
a debtor who had contracted a debt be- 
fore gold became the single standard of 
value to discharge that debt in preducts 
declining in value by comparison with an 
appreciating money standard would be 
not only “confiscation” but robbery un- 
der the forms of law, and a “repudiation” 


‘of the contract under which the debt had 


been made. 
But that is just what we have been 
trying to do, and what we are trying to 
do now, while the men deluded last year 
are wondering why prosperity cannot re- 
turn and confidence be restored. Values 
can never advance under such condi- 
tions. And without an advance in values 
in a debtor country only partially devel- 
oped prostration is a natural, inevitable 
and continuing result.

BREEDERS’ BILL PROTEST. 


THIS FROM LABORING MEN. 


Nothing for the Interested Factions to 
Do Now but Wait and Hope 
for Victory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 2.—Gov. 
Stephens seems to have a great deal of 
trouble with the last bill on his desk 
awaiting signature. For the last week -he 
has been trying to take some action on the 
Horse Breeders’ bill, but each day some 
new difficulty arises. 

To-day a number of laboring men from 


St. Louis were before him to protest against 
the bill. After the hearing of these men 
the Governor said he would not do anything 
with the bill to-day. This, of course, means 
that he will not do anything with it this 
week, for he leaves to-day for Boonville, 
and from there he goes to Hot Springs. 
The Governor has nineteen more days to 
wait before it becomes a law without his 
signature. 


Gov. Stephens was to have taken action 
on the Breeders’ bill Thursday, but during 
the afternoon he received telegrams from 
persons in St. Louis aww yy d that he defer 
action until they appeared before him with 
additional arguments. To this the Governor 
assented and wired his petitioners to come 
on. He declared it would be their last 
chance, as he intended to dispose of the 
matter before noon Friday. 

It was said at the Fair Grounds Friday 
morning that if anyone had gone from St. 
Louis to advocate the Governor signing the 
bill nothing was known of it there. p. J. 
Carmody, the leader’ of the opposition to 
the bill, also said he knew of no one 
who had gone from here to represent the 
pool-room interests in favor of the Gov- 
ernor’s veto. 

“We did all our talking to Gov. Stephens 
when we were in Jefferson City Wednes- 
day,”’ said Mr. Carmody. “I have my own 
reasons for believing he will veto the meas- 
ure and shall be greatly surprised to 
learn of any action to the contrary. We 
went over all the ound and left out no 
point that has yet n advanced to prove 
the Breeders’ bill was a vicious enactment 
and to the interest of no ‘breeders’ and to 
the sole good of a few private individuals 
who are self-confessed gamblers. If there 
has been a further conference with the 
Governor on the matter it has probably been 
held with a few lobbyists left in Jefferson 
City who pose as breeders and who are try- 
ing desperately to deliver the goods they 
are to have contracted for.”

MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 


Salient Points of President Diaz’ Mes- 
sage to Congress. 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico, April 2.—Pres- 
ident Diaz opened Congress last night and 
submitted his message. He reported for- 


eign relations all satisfactory. 

n dealing with domestic affairs the Pres- 
ident alludes to the progress of public 
works throughout the country, and devotes 
much space to the subject of education. 
Gold and silver mining continues to pros- 
per. He remarks that since his previous 
message, in September, 2063 miming grants 
have been issued. During the last fiscal 
year the total exports of Mexico amounted 
to $105,000,000, of which mineral products 
contributed $71,000,000. In some of the min- 
ing camps of Mexico eat progress is be- 
ing made in the application of electricity 
generated by water power for the operation 
of mining and milling machinery. , 

The railway system the country has 
been extended since September by 48% kilo- 
metres. Twenty-two new and modified char- 
ters for railroads have been granted in the 
Same time, and only four have been for- 
feited. , , 

The financial condition of the government 
continues entirely satisfactory, and normal 
sources of revenue continue to increase. In 
the first half of the present fiscal year the 
normal revenue amounted to $25,500,000, 
which is more than half of the sum adopted 
as a basis for estimating the revenue dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. Import duties ex- 
ceed collections in the first half of the last 
fiscal year by $600,000, and the yield of 
stamps duties nearly $1,000,000. 

Four new steamship contracts have been 
entered into for the establishment of lines 
between Mexican Gulf and United States 

rts. Two contracts have been amended 
or a line of steamers to ply between Pacific 
ports.

MISTAKE 


WATURAL OUTLETS OF THE MIS- 
SISSIPPI STOPPED UP. 


ENORMOUS SUMS ARE WASTED. 


The Bayous Should Be Utilized and 
New Channels Cut as a Meas- 
ure of Relief. 


The publication in the Post-Dispatch of 
the interview with Mr. J. H. Price, in 
which was urged the abandonment of the 
levee system and the utilization of the 
matural flood gates of the Mississippi—the 


iter from one well acquainted with the ques- 
tion: 

BUREKA SPRINGS, Ark., March 2. 
To the Edicor ef the Post-Dispatch: 

Dear Sir: I note Mr. J. H. Price’s article 
in your issue of the 27th regarding the so- 
lution of the levee question of the Missis- 
sippi River. I quite agree with him in 
this, and have always held that that the- 
ory was the only correct one by which the 
water in the Mississippi Valley flowing into 
the Mississippi proper would ever be con- 
trolled. 

It has always been the policy of the Gov- 

ernment and levee boards of the different 
States to stop up the natural outlets, there- 
by attempting to divert all the flow of water 
into the main channel of the river upon 
the theory that that would force the water 
down the main channel faster, thereby 
scouring it out deeper. 
“The building of the jetties at the mouth of 
the Mississippi River added another diffi- 
culty to the already untenable theory of 
leveeing the Mississippi, or in other words, 
keeping the water in the channel of the 
main stream. There were at one time five 
outlets at the mouth of the Mississippi, and 
the Eads improvement stopped up three of 
them, leaving two open; also drawing the 
two that were left open to a more or less 
focus. This tended to choke the flow of 
water, and of course hold it in the chan- 
nels and overfiow the lands above. 

Mr. Price has struck the. key-note to the 
solution of this levee question. There is not 
the slightest doubt in my mind that it will 
work to perfection, and I have been more 
or less connected with traffic on the Mis- 
sissippi River ever since he was a small boy, 
and have often wondered why some genius 
did not rise up long ago to solve this prob- 
lem. I would like to add to Mr. Price’s sug- 


from the Gulf a few miles north fo the Red 
River, the suggestion that the Government 
also build, or rather cut, a channel some- 
where from a point near the Atchafalaya 
River into the Sabine Pass or Lake Charles. 
This channel could be used, not only as an 
outlet for surplus water, but for transpor- 
tation purposes as well. 

Then cut another channel or outlet at a 
point above New Orleans into Lake Pont- 
chartrain. As you come on up, there could 
be a channel cut from the Mississippi at a 
point below Natchez into the Red River, so 
as to strike the mouth of the Atchafalaya 
and the channel that will be cut into the 
Sabine Pass or Lake Charles. These out- 
lets would pass off the surplus water, there- 
by relieving the main stream of this tre- 
mendous pressure and volume of water. 

These outlets could be fixed so as to shut 
them off when not needed, thereby letting 
the water flow down the main channel and 
preserving its navigable value. 

Coming up, we could start in at say Com- 
merce on the Mississippi, cut a channel in 
@ southwesterly direction, say through by 
Sikeston, down into the St. Francis River, 
then a channel from the St. Francis to the 
Black River; also open up a channel from 
a point on the Arkansas River into the 
mouth of Bayou Bartholomew, then open 
Bayou Mason out into the Mississippi, which 
would, I believe, strike the river at a point 
above Arkansas City. : 

Then open up all the small streams be- 
tween Bayou Mason and Vicksburg. Each 
one of these channels and matural water- 

. Ways should be leveed on both sides. These 
levees would protect and reclaim millions 
of acres of the finest land in the world. The

bottom of the river, thereby making !t im- 
perative that the levees be built higher and 
higher, as one overflow follows another. 

In former times, when the debris that 
drifted into the Mississippi was confined to 
the accumulation each season of the top 
mola of the earth, and the few leaves that 
fell each succeeding year, the bulk of ac- 
cumulatiow would be taken out into the 
natural outlets and distributed over 4@ 
larger area of surface, and, in fact, was 
mere mold and chaff, but now, since the 
vast area of the Mississippi Valley and the 
table lands that drain into it have been 
plowed and cultivated, a vast amount of 
solid earth matter has been precipitated 
into the natural waterways that drain into 
the Mississippi proper, which finally finds 
its way in a more or less degree every year, 
into the main channel of the river. This Is 
solid earth and must have a resting place, 
and will naturally raise the bed of the river, 
unless it can be diverted or minimized by 
a large area for distribution. 

This suggestion is submitted to your 
judgment and also to the Government en- 
gineers and levee boards within the Missis- 
sipp! Valley, and is written in the interest 
of economy and the general well being of a 
vast population that inhabit the fertile val- 
leys of the Mississippi. i 

If one would stop to think for a moment, 
they can readily see the futility of trying to 
confine the volume of water that is in the 
Mississippi within the small space a one 
or two miles, when it is forty-five miles 
wide in some places and will average four 
feet deep outside of the river bank proper 
and fifty to sixty feet deep in the main 
channel. 

Now, I believe if these natural outlets and 
artificial ones that the Government shou:d 
cut had been open, 
water that now deluges the Mississippi Val- 
ley would have gone out within the bounds 
of these different outlets, and I candidly be- 
lieve that all practical river men and those 
living in the Mississippi Valley proper will 
see the matter as Ido.

NO EXCUSES WILL BE TAKEN. 


Police Commissioners Lewis and For- 
ster Give the Rank and File a 
Straightforward Talk. 


Police Commissioners James M. Lewis and 
Otto Forster made a tour of the police 
stations Thursday, with Acting Chief Kiely 
and the Secretary of the Board. It is cus- 
tomary on the first of each month for the 
rChief and one of the Commissioners to make 
the tour of the stations when the men are 
being paid, but the trip of yesterday was of 
especial significance owing to the remarks 
made by Commissioners Lewis and Forster 
regarding their intentions toward the force 
in general. ; 

The Commissioners said that under no 
circum®tances would drinking be tolerated. 
They would in the future have no drunken 
men on the force. No excuses for getting 
drunk on duty would be accepted. Thé@re 
could be no excuse. It was their intention, 
they said, to discharge every man brought 
before the Board on that charge. 

.Promotions were to go entirely by merit, 
and litical influence and pull would avail 
nothing unjess the policeman had done his 
duty in a meritorious way. Both Commis- 
Ssioners expressed themselves on these two 
points in a manner that could not be mis- 
taken or misunderstood. The drinking evil 
in the department they propose to wipe out 
entirely. If a man cannot let liquor. alone 
he has to leave the force and try to make a 
living in some other way. 

Police Commissioner James M. Lewis was 
in his office: ~ eye F reading a letter he 
had just received, along with a police man- 
ual, from Commissioner Roosevelt, of New 
York City. 

Gen. Lewis was asked about his tour of 
the stations and the position he had taken 
on the discipline question. 

We went to eight stations,” said Gen. 
Lewis, “and found all the men in excellent 
condition and looking very well. 

[ said to the men in substance that it 
had been the custom when men were 
brought before the Board and cases of 
drunkenness proven against them they were 
generally fined heavily for the first offense 
and not dismissed until a second offense had 
been proven against them. This, I said, 
would not be our way of dealing with of- 
fenders.

FOUR COURTS SPLIT ON THE JAIL 
HOSPITAL MATTER. 


CORONER WAIT IS AGAINST IT. 


Other Officials Say It Would Have No 
Effect in Increasing Illness 
Among Patients. 


wf 

There is wide difference §n opinion among 
Four Courts officials as to the advisability 
of establishing a hospital in tne building 
back of the jail bull ring. 

Coroner Wait and the police officials are 
unanimous in declaring the move would be 
most unwise, judged from a sanitary stand- 
point alone. The unsanitary condition of 
the jail proper and the entire Four Courts 
building has been discussed so often and 
condemned repeatedly by the officials them- 
selves &nd citizens having business within 
the building, that the pian to provide a 


permanent hospital witnin the building has 

renewed. the. discussion and elicited much 

unfavorable comment, 
Coroner Wait minces no 


words in con- 


demning the policy of the judicial depart- 
ment of the Four Courts and the Health 
Department. He said: 


“T have no hesitation tn saying that I con- 
sider the plan a most absurd one on the 
face of it. They might just as weil talk 
of establishing a graveyard in the building. 
The unsanitary condition of the jail has 
been notorious for years. 

“There has scarcely been a month during 
the last year when one of the officials in 
the building has not been incapacitated 
from duty by illness contracted in this 
malaria-breeding hole. The jail itself, with 
its hundreds of dirty prisoners, many suf- 
fering from loathsome diseases, is a breed- 
ing spot for disease. Its lack of sanitary 
conditions has been the subject of investi- 
gation by nearly every rand-jury for 
years. The Four Courts has been con- 
demned by the Board of Health as unsani- 
tary, yet the Board now proposes to stultify 
itself by declaring it a proper place for the 
establishment of a hospital for sick prison- 


ers. 

“A building used for hospital purposes 
should be surrounded by such sanitary con- 
ditions as would preclude the lodgment 
within its walls of disease germs. While 
the building selected for the proposed hos- 
pital may be clean, its proximity to the 
jail will have a tendency to destroy utterly 
its usefulness as a hospital. In my opinion, 
it would be far better to run the risk of 
the possible escape of a prisoner from the 
City Hospital than to confine him in the 
Jail Hospital, an almost sure passport to 
Potter’s Field.”’ 

Capt. Huebler, Chief Deputy Sheriff at 
the Four Courts, on the contrary, believes 
the proposed jail hospital a good thing. 
He says one should have been established 
years ago. 

“Tt is a great deal. better location than 
that stinking City Hospital,’’ said Capt. 
-Huebler. “‘The building we propose to fix 
up is clean and is outside the jail itself, 
so that there will be no danger of con- 
tamination of patients from inmates of the 
jail. The jail itself is not in such an un- 
sanitary condition as many have repre- 
sented. What it needs mostly is a 
thorough painting and some repairs to the 
sewer el drain pipes and ventilators. 

Jailer Wagner is non-committal on the 
subject. He says he has no objection to the 
lan if arrangements are made to increase 
his force of guards to take care of hospital 
patients. He admits the jail is notina good 
sanitary condition, but says this is owing 
to the poor drainage. A good coat of white- 
wash and paint applied to the jail and cells, 
and some repairs and alterations in the 
drain and sewer pipes, he thinks, would 
place the jail in comparatively good sani- 
tary condition. 

The police officials call attention to the 
death of Jail Matron White and also of the 
Police Matron Harris, as unanswerable ar- 
guments to prove the unhealthful condition 
of the jail and Four Courts, and its un- 
adaptability to the uses of a hospital, 

The large number of cases of sickness 
among jail employes, police and other de- 
partments are cited as further proof of the 
folly of establishing a hospital for sick 
prisoners in a ae that is the direct 
cause of the sickness itself. 


ONE FAMILY’S MISERY. 


Herman Schultz Left a Widow and 
P Four Children Destitute. 


The death of Herman Schultz at the City 
Hospital Wednesday throws upon the char- 
ity of a cold world a deserving family that 
has experienced more than its share of pr'- 
vation and suffering. Schultz left a widow 
and four small children, the eldest of whom 
is 12 years old and the youngest not yet 4. 

ll of them are helpless to assist the brok- 


en-hearted mother in her struggle for exist- 
ence, and, indeed, the poor widow herself 
is well nigh as helpless as any of her small 
flock. 

Schuitz was a stonemason, industrious 
and hard-working. He provided well for his 
family when he had employment, which 
was not very often of late. He had a good 
position in Stuttgart, Ark., where he for- 
merly made his home, until he was com- 
pelled to remove to this city last September 
to avoid the threatened extermination of 
}his whole family by typhoid malaria, the 
scourge of the Arkansas low lands. At 
the beginning of July last year Schultz 
family consisted of himself, wife and seven 
children. Before the month had rolled 
around his three eldest chfldren, a con aged 
21, another 19 and a girl of 16, were in the 
cemetery, victims of the fever. 

Schultz himself also contracted the dis- 
ease, and when he observed the same symp- 
toms attacking his younger children he de- 
cided to nemove at once to a_ healthier 
climate to preserve their lives. They came 
to this city last September and_ rented 
rooms on the second floor of 1312 South 
Eighth street. Schultz tried to get steady 
employment, but was unsuccessful. He 
tramped about the streets from morning 
till night in search of employment, and 
the hardships and privations which he un- 
derwent developed the latent seeds of the 
fever in his system. He got a few days 
employment last week with a contractor 
named Henry Mohr, and, although he was 
very sick, continued to labor until last Fri- 
day, when he was wnable to leave his bed. 

The little family is now in a yery desti- 
tute condition, and unless some: charitable 
person comes to their assistance quickly 
their condition will be pitiable. Mrs. Schultz 
is a sad-faced, tired-looking woman, and 
her children are bright, clean and intelligent 
looking little ones. They are neatly, though 
poorly, clad, and the scantily furnished 
rooms occupied by the family show the 
work of a careful housewife. 

Mrs. Scultz has no friends or relatives 
in this city to whom she can appeal for aid, 
and she is at a loss what to do. She is 
unable to bury her husband and unless she 
receives financial assistance the body will 
be buried im Potter’s Field. The rent of the 
rooms is three months in arrears, although 
Mrs. Hassler, the landlady, its not pushing 
her claim. The neighbors a]l speak highly 
of Mrs. Schultz and say that her husband 
was an honest, industrious man, who did 
not drink, and strove hard to provide for 
his family. Since his removal to the hos- 
pital last week his family has subsisted on 
the bounty of the kind-hearted neighbors, 
many of whom can _ill-afford to contribute 
further to their assistance. 


The New Woman Paints

PEOPLE’S RAILWAY OPPOSES THE 
MINORITY STOCKHOLDERS. 


CHARGE SELFISH MOTIVES. 


Messrs. Campbell and Clark Will Have 
to Show Good Cause Before They 
Get Permission of Court. 


The legal equabble over the books of the 
People’s Railway Co. began Friday morn- 
ing in Judge Talty’s court, 

James Campbell and Charles . Clark, 
through Attorney Albert Arnstein, filed a 
petition asking for permission of the court 
to examine the company’s accounts with a 
view to determining the identity of the 
creditors and the extent of their claims. 

After the hearing was laid over on Wed- 
nesday it was stated positively that the ma- 
jority bondholders would not oppose the 
petition. 

Attorney Arnstein did not expect opposi- 
tion Whén he entered court Friday. He read 
thé petition of Mr. Campbell and Mr. Clark 
—in Which they atated that as stockholders 
they had asked Receiver Green to show 


them the books and that he had refused on 
the ground that as receiver he was an of- 
ficer of the court and could not act without 
the court’s orders. . 

To the surprise of nearly every one in 
the court-room, Michael Kinealy, attorney 
for the People’s Railway Co., bobbed up 
with an answer when Mr. Arnstein took his 
seat. 

Mr. Kinealy’s petition set forth that there 
was pothing on the books of the a 
to show that* either James Campbell or 
Charles Clark were stockholders in the Peo- 

le’s Railway Co., and they consequently 

ad no right to examine the books. 

Attorney J. R. Kinealy filed a similar an- 
swer in behalf of Receiver Green. 

Broker James Campbell was then put on 
the stand. He testified that he was the 
owner of five shares _of stock in the Peo- 
ples allway Co. When asked whether 

r. Clark was a stockholder, he said: “You 
had better ask Mr. Clark. 

Mr. Clark was not in court. 

There was a legal tilt when Attorney J. 
R. cyte began to question Mr. Camp- 
bell’s motives in desiring to see the books. 

“Are you not connected with the Union 
Depot Railway Co.?’’ asked the ameener. 

r. Arnstein objected but was overruled. 

“I am a director of the Union Depot Rail- 
way Company,’’ said Mr. Campbell. Mr. 
Kinealy then tried to show that Mr. Camp- 
bell wanted to see the People’s Railway 
Company’s books in order to aid the Union 
Depot Railway Company in a suit now pend- 
“ against the People’s company. 

ir. Campbell denied all knowledge of the 
suit and added: ‘I merely wish to see the 
books to determine the value of the bonds 
which I hold and the general condition of 
the road and the identity of the floating 
creditors. I represent no one. As to Mr. 
Clark’s motives I know nothing. I never 
spoke to him on the subject. The petition 
bearing his apna tur was brought to my 
office and I signed it.’’ 

Attorney Kinealy tried to introduce in 
evidence the contest between the majority 
and ena bon | bondholders of the road but 
Mr. Campbell denied that this had anything 
to do with the case.

CITY OFFICIALS DRAW SALARY 
AND HUSTLE FOR ZIEGENHEIN. 


$7,000 WASTED IN A MONTH. 


“Uncle” Henry Ziegenhein Will Have 
to Work Hard to Pay for Do- 
|y , mated Political Service. 


“Uncle” Henry Ziegenhein says, “By night 
and by day will I for the city work when I 
@m Mayor.” 

It will take him about a year of “by night 
and by day’’ work to pay back to the city 
what his campaign has already cost the 
taxpayers in salaries paid to men who have 
at least devoted half of their time to politics 
instead of to work. Half their time is the 
mildest of mild impeachments. 

Inside and outside of the City Hall there 
@re a great many men drawing salary from 
the city. Those inside do often report there. 
Many of them aitend strictly to their of- 
ficial duties, which is no more than they 


hould do, but about © per cent look upon 
heir city jobs as mere conveniences to 
facilitate their political work. The most 
flagrant case on the record is that of Mr. 
Theodore D. Kalbfell, Superyisor of Plumb- 
ing, whose salary is $166.66 per month. He 
pevetes all of his time to politics, being 
y airman of. the Republican City Central 
Committee, If you want to see Kalbfell 
don’t go to his office, the clerks would jeer 

t your ignorance. Go to the Garfield 

ouse, the Republican headquarters, and 
there you will find Kalbfell, who draws 
$166.66 per month from the city treasury. 

In the Mayor's office there is a bright 

ouns man named Clarkson, who draws 
£208. per month for being the Mayor's sec- 
retary. He has a fine time of it. He knows 
every ward and precinct in the city, and will 
talk your arm off on politics any time. 
Regarding the official business of the 
Mayor's office he is as completely in the 
dark as if he had never been near it. 

Of late the Mayor's office has been such 
a dismal and deserted place that the poor 
eecretary can hardly be blamed for seek- 
ing the excitement of politics as an anti- 
dote, but he ought to give his salary to 
charity or to Sergt. McGrew and the mes- 
senger, who do all of his work. 

Down on the Chestnut street front is a 
little office presided over by John C. Lyons, 
Inspector of Woights and Measures. His 
salary is $20 per month. He has been right 
in the heat of the campaign since it started 
and all of the official work has been done 
by his able and faithful assistants, who 

et a much smaller salary than he does. 

r. Lyons wants to be elected again to the 
game job, so he neglects his office or else 
uses it as a rallying place for his political 
henchmen. He has yo time to fool away on 
business. 

Up in President McMath’s office there is 
@ stenographer and clerk who has been de- 
voting a great deal of his valuable time 
rated at $100 per month to doing typewriting 
for the Republican City Committee. At 
least half of his time has gone to politics. 

J. Harry Randall, the Building Commis- 
sioner, at $208.33 per month, has been cam- 
palgning hot and heavy for a long time past. 

is official duties have occupied a very in- 
finitesimal part of his time. He can safely 
be charged with a whole month of politics. 

The clerks of the House and Council are 
in their offices so seldom anyhow that their 
absence during campaign time can scarcely 
be noted as exceptional. They hold that as 
long as their work is cleaned up their pres- 
ence is not imperative. 

It is in the rank and file of the Street De- 

artment, Assessor’s Department, Water 

ates Department and Sanitary Depart- 
ment that the greatest amount of the city’s 
time is stolen. 

The Street Department has a swarm of 
so-called inspectors getting from $100 to $75 
“a month. They can be seen in droves about 
the hall at 9 o’clock in the morning. Half 
an hour later they have vanished like mist. 
On the list there are about twenty-five men 
drawing $83.33 per month. At least half of 
their time is given over to politics. It is 
really more than that at this interesting 
Stage, but to draw it mildly at least half 
of the their time is taken from the city. 
For a month that emounts to $1,04L@. 

Other inspectors and overseers, such as 
sprinkling inspectors and $60 and men, 
will take out just about as+much, if not 
more, of the city’s money in a month. It is 
doing the Street Department no great in- 
justice to charge it with*$1,500 on the second 
count, 

Assessor Frederick has in his office a lot 
of good political hustlers drawing from $60 
to $100. ere are about ten $100 men. At 
least half of them have devoted all of their 
time in the last month to the campaign. 
That makes $500 of second-class clerks at 
$83.33, and $9). There are from twenty to 
twenty-five more, who have spent much 
time campaigning, making an average of 
ten men at , which is drawing it mildly. 
That makes another $700. 

This estimate does not include the time 
of the ten district assessors at $150 a month, 
each and all of whom are active politicians,

He says the dissatisfaction which caused 
the reorganization arose from Diekmann’s 
irability to put all the members on the Rail- 
road Committee.

HAD A CANCER AND 
TWO BAD HABITS 


MRS. ANNIE HOWARD TOOK POI- 
SON TO THE HOSPITAL. 


SHE FOUGHT TO RECOVER IT. 


Wants to Get Rid of the Cancer and 
Hold to Her Morphine 
or Die. 


Mrs. Annie Howard was taken to the City 
Hospital Thursday suffering from a cancer. 
She was prepared to kill herself if the phy- 
sicians could not give her relief. 

Miss Douglas, the nurse in charge of Di- 
vision No. 2, where Mrs. Howard was 
placed, watched the woman and saw her 
have a suspicious looking package. Mrs. 
Howard denied having anything. Miss 
Douglas made a search and under the pil- 
low she found an unopened bottle of mor- 
phine and an 8-ounce bottle of chloroform. 

When the patient saw that her purpose 
was discovered she raved in a horrible 
fashion, She struggled to her feet and at- 
tempted to wrest the deadly drugs from the 
nurse. The guards heard the woman's rav- 
ings and the noise of the struggle. They 
came to the nurse’s rescue and soon Mrs. 
Howard was strapped to the cot. 

Mrs. Howard is 50 years old,-and keeps a 
rooming house at 110 South Seventh street. 
Friday gl vem 2 she admitted having the 
drugs, but denied having any intention to 
kill herself. 

“I have been inhaling the chloroform,” 
she said, “ever since'the cancer apneared, 
more than a year ago. The pain is so in- 
tense, and the odor of the chloroform is 
so overpowering and pleasant, that I have 
used it constantly. There is no harm ia 
chloroform if it is used in moderation, 
and I never go to excess in anything. 
“And as for killing myself with mor- 
phine that idea never once entered my 
mind. I have used morphine for more than 
thirty years, and I never killed myself up 


to date. But I don’t want you to think I 
am a morphine fiend, for Iam not. I never 
used a hypodermic injection in my life. 


When I had the small-pox in Decatur, IIl., 
before I was married, 
they gave me morphine. It did the work 
And it never hurt 
I just take 
The taste at first was

Her 
moderate doses, he said, are something 
wonderful, and one would be sufficient to 
kill a healthy man unaccustomed to the 
drug. The doctor says the woman is in a 
serious condition @s the resuit of her can- 
cer, but there is more chance of curing that 
than there ig of breaking her of the mor- 
phine habit.
